ii. Practitioners may vote for any candidate in any Province pro- 
vided that not more than 10 votes are cast. 

iii. Not more than 4 medical practitioners may be elected in any 
one Province from among those ordinarily resident in that Province. 

iv. At least one medical practitioner shall be elected for each Pro- 
vince.

1. Our Medical Council has a moral duty 
to treat all medical practitioners as equals. 
Modern medical practice necessitates specializa- 
tion in certain fields, but this should not mean 
that the specialist is entitled to claim as a legal 
tight, higher status. His status as an expert 
must derive from the esteem of his colleagues. 
The competent specialist does not require a 
specialist register. Because of the disturbed 
relationships resulting from the specialist regis- 
ter I initiated action outside and inside the 
Council over the last 10 years which led to new 
rules (at present awaiting promulgation) creat- 
ing a more satisfactory relationship between 
specialist and general practitioner. 

2. The best interests of the public and the 
profession are safeguarded by private (com- 
petitive) medical practice. The doctor’s re- 
muneration should be on a per service basis 
and in keeping with his professional standing. 


Various forms of contract practice are neces- 
sary at present but the system of benefit society 
practice with closed panel appointments is 
particularly liable to undermine our ethical and 
economic standards. On my proposal a special 
ad hoc Committee of the Medical Council is 
at present obtaining the views of the profes- 
sion about closed panel appointments in rela- 
tion to medical ethics. To stimulate the pro- 
fession to positive action in preserving private 
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medical practice, I persuaded the Medical Asso- 
ciation to sponsor a Medical Services (Insur- 
ance) Plan which aims to pay practitioners full 
private fees. I am Chairman of the Steering 
Committee of this Plan. 

3. Auxiliaries are necessary in many medical 
fields and they must be adequately trained. 
But this does not ‘require their voluntary or 
compulsory registration. We must guard 
against the danger of progressive whittling 
away of the rights of the medical profession 
in many fields of medical practice—especially 
specialist practice—e.g. physical medicine, 
ophthalmology, psychiatry, clinical pathology.

Degrees: M.D., M.A. B.Ch., B.A.O. 


Dr. P. F. H. Wagner was unanimously 
elected by the Border Branch as a nominee to 
Federal Council for the honour of being Con- 
gress President for the East London Congress 
to be held in September 1959. 

At the last Federal Council meeting in Pre- 
toria, again by a unanimous vote, he was 
elected to the high office of President-Elect 
for the S.A. Medical Association and Con- 
gress President. 


He was born in South Africa, and com- 
menced studies at Witwatersrand University. 
After completing his second year at the Uni- 
versity of Cape Town, he proceeded overseas 
and qualified in Dublin, Ireland, as M.B., B.Ch. 
in 1923. In 1933 he obtained the M.D., M.A. 
(T.C.D.). 

He settled in Aliwal North, C.P., in 1923, 
and almost immediately became Honorary 
Secretary of the Aliwal North Division of the 
Border Branch of the S.A.M.A. He fought for 
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the inauguration of the Orange River Branch 
and, when this was established, became its 
first President and Federal Council representa- 
tive. He remained on Federal Council until 
he settled in East London in general practice 
in 1933, where he became Honorary Secre- 
tary of the Border Branch. After an absence 
of one year he again became a Member of 
Federal Council, and later was elected to the 
Executive Committee of that body. 


In 1949 he was elected a member of the S.A. 
Medical and Dental Council and has served on 
that body for 10 years now. He resigned from 
Federal Council in 1950, not being able to 
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afford the time to attend meetings of both 
bodies. 


He has taken an active interest in the affairs 
of the general practitioner for the past 35 
years and is still actively in general practice. 


He was the prime mover in abolishing the 
separate registration in each Province prior to 
1928 and fought tooth and nail for the cancel- 
lation of the yearly Provincial tax for medical 
men. He moved for the abridged Birth Cer- 
tificate for adoption and helped to fight the 
Transvaal and Cape Provincial Hospital Ordin- 
ances as originally planned by these Provinces. 
He was on every Committee and Deputation 
to the various Administrators, and was also 
one of the prime movers for the establishment 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
having been a Member of the Steering Com- 
mittee. 

On the South African Medical and Dental 
Council he has guarded the interests of the 
general practitioners. He was a member of 
the Ad Hoc Committee appointed to draw up 
the new rules for the scope of specialists. 
These rules are to be promulgated now. His 
Memorandum, whilst a Member of the Special- 
ists Committee of the Council, on recognition 
of work done by the general practitioner to- 
wards specialist training is now included in 
the Standing Orders of the Council. 

His Branch has honoured him by electing 
him as President of the Border Branch on two 
occasions and has now granted him the highest 
honour of electing him to the position of 
Congress President. 
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
